Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-43 and 44, drawn to an immunogen composition and method for storing 
the composition, classified in class 424, subclass 70.11. 

II. CJaims 45-71, drawn to a delivery vehicle and a method for storing the delivery 
vehicle, classified in class 424, subclass 457. 

III. Claims 72-126, drawn to a method for delivering a drug into a host, classified in 
class 435, subclass 3. 

IV. Claims 127-169, drawn to a method for inducing an immune response in a host, 
classified in class 424, subclass 9.1. 

V. Claims 170-197, drawn to a method for mucosal delivering a drug, classified in 
class 424, subclass 434. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions of group I and II are directed to the different products, e.g. the product of the group I 
is directed to an immunogenic composition, whereas the product of the group II is drawn to the 
delivery vehicle. 

Inventions III-IV and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different inventions of groups III-V are dawn to different methods, e.g. the method of Group II 
is directed to the method for delivering a drug into a host, whereas the method of group IV is 
directed to a method for inducing an immune response. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, the restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
